much brain-fever, delirium trcoiens, and so 
much pudde.il death among our young men 
who indulge at the bai, cannot be explain- 
ed upon any common principles.

pcit chemist of this city bought of an im- 
porter a bottle of what was called genuine 
champagne. 
Analyxatiou proved it to 


contain one q>rarlor uf an ounce of Uigur of 
lead. 


The same gentleman analyzed sixteen 


samples of wines—Port, Sherry and Ma- 
deira—in \\hich not one drop of the /'nice of 
the grape was found. The base of the Port 
wine was diluted sulphuric acid, colored 
with elderboi ry juice, with alurn, sugar, and 
neutral spirits.
